The Chuiity Organization. 


The meeting called by tbe Belief So- 


ciety convened at, 2 p. M. Friday, at 
the Woman's Club room, in the Galla- 
gher block. 
Bepiesentatives from 


nearly all tbe charitable organizations 
aud churches of the city were present. 
The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Bev. Prestley. Mrs. L. Burrows, 
of the Belief Society, presided, and the 
secretary of that society acted as sec- 
retary for the meeting. 


The following plan of the proposed 


society was read by the secretary: 


The Belief Society of Decatur have 


called this meeting for the purpose of 
securing an organization or co-opera- 
tion of charity societies. First for in- 
formation, and secondly for division 
of work. 


The method proposed for securing 


this end is, first the formation of a so- 
ciety composed of representatives of 
all charily societies and other sources 
of charitable relief, which society shall 
have a paid secretary and an office 
which shall be tbe center of all chari- 
table work. At this office shall be 
kept, in some form hereafter adopted, 
the name, residence, history and wants 
of all applicants for relief, either from 
the county or private charity. In addi- 
tion to this tliere shall be a iree regis- 
try ot labor, where any one in search 
of work can leave name, address, and 
kind of employment desired, and any 
person wanting work done can apply 
tor help, and it shall be part of the 
duty of the secretary to bring these 
people togetbei. 


A register of all charitable organiz i- 


tions, lutli the kind and exlent of 
work they will undertake, shall also 
be kept <it this office. Thesecietary of 
the society shall thoroughly investigate 
eveiy application lor relief, calling to 
his aid it need be, the overseei of the 
poor, the county physician and the po- 
lice. It shall then be his duty to in- 
form the society or person under whose 
special care the case seems to come, 
and here originates the necessity for 
organized distribution of work. 


To the G. A. B. and W. B.C., the 


secret societies and the various church 
charitable societies will be assigned 
those calls for relief or work that be- 
long to them; and it is desirable that 
other societies, such as the Y. M. C. 
A., the W. C. T. U., the Belief Society, 
etc., should make an amicable division 
of duties. 


The second work of the society is to 


appoint a board of counsellors, in 
which representatives of all the differ- 
ent societies, and a representation of 
citizens at large shall meet with the 
overseer of the poor, the chief of police 
and the county physician for consulta- 
tion on the best means of helping the 
applicants for relief and also of pro- 
viding work and other helps to self 
help and so of diminishing pauperism. 
To effect this end the board of super- 
visors should be asked to instruct the 


, overseer of the poor to co-operate with 
the society by adopting the form of ap- 
plication for relief recommended and 


! filing a duplicate of such application 
with the secretary of the society. He 
should also be required to meet with 
and assist the board of counsellors in 
their efforts to get correct information 
with regard to such applicants. Tbe 
county physician should also be made 
a member of the board of counsellors 
and instructed to furnish such infor- 
mation as comes in the line of his duty. 
The mayor and city council should be 
asked to pass a special ordinance 
i'or bidding street and from house to 
house begging and instructing the po- 
lice to enforce such ordinance by ar- 
resting all beggers and tramps and 
turning them over to the society for 
treatment. 


The people of Decatur should be 


taught through the press and the pul- 
pit that indiscriminate giving is a sin 
and brought to understand that by as- 
sisting in the organized endeavors of 
this society they can relieve the worthy 
poor and put down imposition.

CONGRESS IN SESSION. 


SOME OF ITS FEATURES SKETCHED 


IN PEN AND PENCIL, 


Tho New Members—Rough Congreflamen. 


Congressional Spltters — The Gallerien 
and Their Queer Octmpantfi—The Chinese 
and Japanese Ministers.

Ho is 70 years of age, but does not look to bo 
CO, and is as big as Charley Sto wart, of Texas. 
He was a general during tho late war and 
loft congress to servo as a colonel in tlie 
Union army. Ho is a good fellow and is said 
;o talk well. 


Another old California member is Marion 


Biggs, v.-ho has been a member of th<- Calfor- 
nia legislature and now comes to the house. 


Nearly all tho delegations nro changed and 


nearly all havo a number of now members. 
It is impossible to say as yet just how they 
will stand on tho tariff and other questions, 
but the material promises well and tho house 
sizes up as well as any of those of the past 
ten years.

Tlie galleries have been filled to 'far this 


session, and the queer characters among 
their occupants are numerous. It is curious 
to watch the colored citizen studying legis- 
lation. He generally has two or three friend* 
with him, and listens and sleeps and sleeps 
and listens throughout the session.

house is worm and the heat costs him noth- 
ing. That which he hears ho airs in the col- 
ored "literary societies" of the capital, and 
these colored gallery gazers know more 
about the rules of the nouse iu their own 
minds than does Sam Randall. 


Speaking of Randall, be promises to hold 


his own during the present session, and he 
will do so notwithstanding the free traders, 
Just how for be will accede to a compromise 
tariff bill is not yet known. 


Randall is a very powerful man. He is 


the embodiment of will and believes in bond- 
ing everything to him rather than floating 
with the current He is known here as the 
"man of tho iron jaw," and when you look at 
his fixed mouth, his affirmative gestures and 
his steady tread you feel like calling him the 
Napoleon of the house. Were he of the same 
idea as Speaker Carlisle as to the tariff he 
might be a candidate for the presidency. As 
it is, it is probable that he will live and die 
Sam Randall. 


Speaker Carlisle will also remain where he 


is, and prefers, ho says, not to take a seat in 
the senate. He does not want to be vice 
president, and will not be a candidate. "The 
place," said he, "will give me no more power 
than I have whore I am, and, in fact, not OS 
much. I would rather be speaker of tht 
House than president of the senate;" 


Kentucky, by the way, has a number of 


other good men in the house this year. 
Representative • Breckenridge, the "silver 
tongued statesman," is back, and Governor 
McCreary will probably make some good 
speeches this season. Asher Caruth, one of 
the new men, is one of the leading lawyers of 
Louisville, and got his seat through the fight 
over tho Louisville postofflce. 
Virginia 


Thompson, tho postmistress, had appointed a 
number of Republican clerks under her. 
The Democrats wanted her put out of the 
office, and a Democrat appointed. .Willis, 
who represented this district during the last 
congress, secured the detention of Virginia, 
and it was this, I am told, that caused his 
downfall Caruth was taken up as the only 
man who could beat him, and much is ex- 
pected of him by congress. 


Another striking character in tha Ken- 


tucky delegation is Taulbee, who is a rough 
scion of the mountains. He is a'good talkor, 
and as angular as was Abe Lincoln. He 
made several good speeches during the last 
congress, and will make more this year. He 
is looked upon as a man having a great deal 
of outcome in him, and one of his strongest 
antipathies is civil service reform. 


Tho Chinese mim'ster was in the diplomatic 


gallery today, and he came dressed in all 
the regalia of his nation. He had a skull cap 
on his head, a silk gown on his rotund frame, 
and his pigtail hung down on his back. He 
was for awliila tba observed of all observers, 
and tho ladies on the opposite side of the gal- 
lery craned their necks to got a good look at 
him. 


Tho Chinese minister is perhaps the richest 


man among tho diplomats in Washington, 
and ho is spending a great deal of money in 
entertaining. He has given a number of din- 
ners, and Senator's Stowart's palace, which 
he occupies, rings with fun at least one night 
every week. He is a great friend of Amer- 
ica, and is very auxious that the countries 
should be more closely united. 
He was 


strongly in favor of the Chinese-American 
bank, which was projected in connection with 
Mitkiowicz, and, I understand, ho still hopes 
tho matter will bo carried out. 


A revelation is coming over China. TIio 


country sees that it must have modern 
methods and modern machinery to keep up 
with its sister nations, and it desires union 
with America that it may be the better alile 
to word off the attacks of Russia and other 
nations. 


JAPANESE AND CH1SE3K MINISTERS. 


At present I am told that most of the tele- 


graphic matter which goes to China has to 
pass through Russia, and the dispatches are 
very carefully inspectedby the spies of that 
government. The Chinese-American bank, 
with the scheme of railroads and telegraphs 
which it proposes to build in* China, would 
probably result in a change in this respect, 
and it might end in a cable across the Pacific, 


The Japanese legation at Washington Is 


more progressive than the Chinese, and tho 
Japanese are looked upon hero as tho Ameri- 
cans of the Celestial nations. They now 
teach tho English language in their schools, 
and they have adopted our postal system and 
are rapidly becoming Americanized. 


Minister Kuki wears the American cos- 


tume; h:a wife is ono of tho best dressed 
women of V/ashinjton, an J her eyes, though 
a triflo nlp.io'.icl shaped, are raft and beauti- 
ful. 
She h::s a very l;rl~l t boy. whom she 


will probably bring up i.i American schools, 
and she is much courted by Washington so- 
ciety, 
. 
. . 


There is a dainty littb fellow connected 


with the Chinese jp^atlon who also goes to 
school here, and his costly dresses and curioua 
cue are tho wonder of his playmates. They 
treat him very well, too, and I think that the 
boys of Washington r.s a rule nro better man- 
nered than those of other cities, Where 
every other man is a general or" a statesman 
it is necessary to bo very careful in tho train- 
ing of children, and Washington parents, a 
large number ef whom are dependent upon 
oflicial i:i!hrjncc for their positions, aro very 
careful to see that their children do not say 
things which might cause tho cutting off of 
their own official heads.
